school In every organized county 
where there is a county agricultural 
agent In charge. 
As rapidly as possible the State 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club Leaders are se­ 
lecting county leaders, sometimes in 
connection 
with 
the 
Y. M. C. A., 
sometimes with the Boy Scouts, but 
usually rounding up all the school­ 
boys and girls to do practical things. 
The Poultry Club is one of the Bloat 
important of these 
projects. 
The 
children are taught to handle the birds 
from the egg to the ax. 
They are 
taught to feed them properly, which 
is one of the reasons why they suc­ 
ceed where the hit or miss methods 
of the old-time farmer were often so 
unproductive. 
As a rule the children 
are taught that chicken feed made by 
scientific manufacturers is more suc­ 
cessful than makeshift feeds which 
may or may not be had at home. 
They learn to protect their birds 
from the weather. 
‘ Mad as a wet 
hen” Is no idle phrase. 
A hen will 
not work lf she is wet or exposed to 
a draft. 


They are taught to care for the 
physical wellbeing of their flock. Red 
mites and lice are prevented by fix­ 
ing the roosts in sockets so that they 
may be readily removed and washed 
and oiled with kerosene which dis­ 
courages the mites which cannot pass 
to the birds at night as is their cus­ 
tom. 
They are learning also to keep the 
chicken houses 
sweet 
and , clean. 
There are a good many disinfectants, 
but the one which is simplest and 
most pleasant is to spray with formal­ 
dehyde mixed in an equal amount of 
w'ater, 
applying 
with an 
ordinary 
spray gun to all parts of the ground 
and litter which is turned over and 
over. 
All woodwork is treated with 
a whitewash made of lime and salt 
with a half 
pint 
of 
formaldehyde 
mixed in the bucket of water. 
This 
is applied with a whitewash brush 
and flooded into all 
crevices. 
The 
formaldehyde, unlike 
carbolic acid, 
soon evaporates and the interior la 
spick and span. 
This same white­ 
wash should be applied to the exterior 
of the hen house and fences about; 
the runway.
